YOSEMITE FALAS 
HIGHEST IN WORLD 


F. Matthip of the United 
States Geol Survey, whose 
long studies in the Yosemite re- 
gion of California led him to col- 
lect statistics about waterfalls 
the world over, writes to Science 

there is no question the Yo- 
semite Falls are highest 
known.

The Wooloo- 
mumbi, on a branch of the Mac- 
leay River, Australia, is about 900 
feet high, but ita volume is so 
much smaller that it scarcely be- 
longs to this class," he writes. 
“The highest waterfalls in the 
wortd are of the siender ‘bridal 
veil’ type. Among them the Yo- 
semite Falls appear to stand fore- 
most. The entire chain of falls 
and cascades which the waters of 
Yosemite Creek make in their 
degcent from to the 
floor of Valley is 
2666 feet high. individual 
measurements aré: Upper 
1430 feet; intermediate 
815 feet; lower fall, 320 feet. 
“It is to be noted that, even if 
the cascades be ruled out, the up- 
per Yosemite Falls, taken by it- 
self, still remains far in the lead 
as the highest ,single, unbroken 
leap of water ih the world. This 
leap measures 1360 feet in height.

MAMMOTH CAVE BREATHES 
Mammoth cave breathes once a 
year; that is to say, in summer 
when the temperature of the ex- 
ternal air is above that of the cave 
the current sets from the latter 
to the former, in fact, the cave 
is the entire summer making an 
expiration. 

On the other hand, when the 
order is reversed or the outer at- 
mosphere is below 54 degrees the 
cave makes an inspiration, or 
draws in its breath. This is ac- 
complished during the winter. 
Hence it ie frequently observed tn 
the spring and autumn that there 
is no motion of air in dither direc- 
tion at the mouth of the vace. 

In summer when the tempera- 
ture is near 190 degrees the air 
rushes out at the entrance to the 
cave with such force as frequent- 
ly to extinguish lanterns carried 
by vist*ors. This condition prevails 
however, for only a few yards. 

If a current of air blows from 
without inward and is below 54 
degrees it does not vass more tuan 
a quarter of a mile before it is 
brought up to that point. Air 
above the average temperature of 
the cave never blows into it.—-[De- 
troit Free Press.

WAGE LOSSES FROM 
STRIKES ENORMOUS 


A report issued by the Pennsyl- 
vania Bureau of Mediation and Ar- 
bitration pute the wage loss from 
strikes in that State during the 
first half of the present year at 
$117,646,466, .of which the sum of 
$114.662,914 fell on striking min- 
ers. 


From January 1 to July 1 
1263 mining operations were in- 
volved in strikes, of which fifteen 
had been carried over from the 

before. Of these twenty-one 
ve been closed, leaving 1242 dis- 
putes pending on July 1. In the 
combined bituminous and anthra- 
cite fields 840,108 miners were 
idie and up to July they had lost 
@ total of 22,869,698 working days. 
To bring this time loss to date, as 
of August 20, 17,345,508 working 
Gaye must be added. 
Apparently the Pennsytvania bu- 


réau estimates miners’ at a 


loss to the miners of Pennsylvania 
thus far in the current year 
been approximately $200,000,000. 
To this must be added the working 
Gays and wages iost through the 
railroad strikes. As yet no data 
have been presented by which to 
compute these losses with anythi 
like accuracy. Probably it wou 
be within the mark to place the 
wage loss from the railroad strike 
in Pennsylvania to date at $30,- 
Thus strikes up to this 
time in 1922 have probably cost 
Keystone State wage-earners some- 
thing like $260,000,000. 

A@é4 to this sum the wage losses 
from strikes In all the other States 
of the Union and figures icom 
which are colossal. That the ia- 
bor unions can stand such a drain 


still continue to pay their 
large forces of professional labor 


ticlans salaries ranging from 
$000 to $156,000 a year, as well as 
their heavy traveling and hotel ex- 
penses, is evidence of the remark- 
able financial vitality of these or- 
Sanizations. The other lines of 
business that could stand up under 
such a burden are few, indeed.—

The gently rolling country is all 
MORE than feet_in the rolling 
U hills between the Santa Ama and the 
Palomar Mountains, in serthern San 
county, the extensive Fallbrook re 
vien looks owt over attractively irregular 
billows of land, now in their golden hue, to 
the cool ocean fourteen miles away. Be 
tween the influences of protecting moun- 
tains umd moderating ocean, the region 
peculiarity favored, epitomizing the full sig- 
nificance carried by the phrase “the genial 
climate of Southern California.” The as- 
pect of the Fallbrook hills ik. contradic- 
torily, miidle western or eastern, rather 
suggesting the hilly sections of lowa, Ohio 
or New York State. The gentle ender. 
tions, all susceptible to cultivation, are 
crevices by pleasantly wooded ravines with 
brooks fowing through them. The illusion 
is further sustained by groves and lanes 
of trees -evcalyptas and olive simulating 
the incdigenows--set out at an early date 
on some of the slepes and hilltops. The 
character of nearly all the vegetation is. 
of eourse, different. But exchange live 
ouks for ereen, blue gums for poplars, and, 
without too close serutiny, you have a 
odscape in southeastern lowa, or a ver- 
tuble Washington Irving setting.

Retleting upon the hills of Fallbrook as 
they appeared before a well was dug or a 
ditch laid. it is evident that they were 
naturally endowed with an excellent sort 
of utility even then. The grassy hills and 
ravines. the wooded glens with their tink- 
ling brooks, all combined to form an Ely- 
sion paradise for the Indian and Spanish 
herders of sheep and cattle. In the spring 
und summer, now as then, another sort of 
pasture is afforded by the myriads of wiid- 
flowers and bleoming bushes. The wild 
landscape. delighting to the eye and ravish- 
ing to the nostrils, yields honey in never- 
ending plenty. In late winter the wild. 
flowers begin to appear; then the bloom of 
the wild backwheat, the broom, black and 
white sages, buckthorn, sumach, oak brush. 
holly and other members of the family of 
chaparral, provide the bees with scented 
nectar on through the sprimg, summer and 
into the fall, for the greater part of the 
year. ht is rot uncommen for Fallbruok 
to ship out ten carloads of honey in a single 


season. 

Stock raising continues in the outlying 
precincts. bee pasturace extending 
from the lowlands in directions, 
the slopes of the brush-covered mountains, 
has been made to serve an ever-increasing 
number of apiaries. So much nature fives 
almost without any effort on the part of 
man. Next come the dry-farming indus- 
tries.

The soil is mostly disintegrated granite 
of am attractively reddish tone. Plentiful 
seepage from the mountains and a heavy 
winter rainfall. averaging around eighteen 
inches, both favor the growing of a num- 
ber of crops without Virrigation. Barley, 
wheat, oats, all make good returns, either 
es grain or hay. Beans figure importantly 
in the dry-farming program. And corn—! 
have mever ceased to he amazed at the 
amount of corn that is grown Missouri-like 
in these hills. We often hear it said that 
alifornia is not a corn country. But Fall- 
brook sets at naught thix dictum. 
tireds of acres of bright green cornfields 
wave over its hills in the ocean 
every summer. Right now. the first of July, 
some of it is beginning to tassel. Almost 
none is irrigated, vet invariably the corn 
makes a good crop. The surprising siahe 
of so much corn has led me more than 
once to ply passing farmers with questions 
as to what is done with it. But the que= 
tien must have a fatueus ring: I! have 
never been able to tind out exactly. The 
men that grew it apparently see nothing 
extraordinary or exciting in the eastern 
picture their unirrigated fie'ds make under 
the California sky Of course, the corn is 
marketed. or fed te stock at home. Kut 
doubt if it ever gets inte the crop re 
perts: ner can the extent of the industry be 
generally known. 

In our interesting land of specialty agri- 
culture. lithe water and booming real es- 
tete. if pothing else can be advanced about 
the productive promise of a would-be ranch. 
it is at least declared fine for poultry rais- 
ing. Chickens are raised even in Death 
Valley. Fut as a matter of fact, not every 
p'ace is well suited to this important in- 
dustry. Chickens, like men, have their en- 
vironmental preferences. They will do well 
enough in a desert if given shade and wa- 
ter: but they will do better in a mild pless- 
ant climate. Chickens are often raised in 
truck-gardening and alfalfa resions, where 
too much dampness fosters roup and other 
diseases. In the warm, sunny, well drained 
bil's of Fallbrook, conditions approach the 
ideal for poultry raising. For turkeys. 
mach more exacting in their requirements 
than chickens, the Falfbrook hills provide 
rather unusual advantaces. 

The first developers, inspired by the high 
moisture-retentive quality of the Fallbrook 
soil, set out olive orchards in the expecta- 
tion of raising crops without irrigation. 
More than 1500 hilly acres of these thrifti'y 
growing trees contribute their soft cray- 
green to the landscape, a sort of ethereal 
touch from the Holy Land. More plantings, 
with allowance for irrigation, have been 
made im recent years. For the original 
expectation was not fully realized. While 
the trees have maintained a healthy

my mind whether the olive is sufficiently 
at home so near the coast. The commer- 
clal possibilities of this exotie were brought 
to the fure by the old groves. But 
it is realized that the olive is much better 
adapted to the hot interior, particularly the 
desert. Scale will always be a serious draw- 
back to the industry within range of the 
moist ocean breath. 


When the mascic wand of water is 
touched to the Fallbrook hills they are 
made suituble for a great variety of or- 
chard and carden crops. A!l of the decidu- 
ous fruits adapted to our climate will dea 
well there. The peach ond the grape are 
lwoked upon by the Fal'broek ranchers with 
expecial favor. Among vegetables, the 
mildness of the winter climate sets a pre 
mium upon tomatoes, string beans and 
peas. A ceoperative cannery established 
in the town assures a market for all the 
fruits and vegetables that the Fellbrook 
ranchers care to raise. Last year larce 
quantities of spinach were hauled in from 
the neighboring river valley gardens of 
Pala for canning. Sweet potatoes. rai<ed 
in : bundance along the San Luis Rey Riv. 
er. often find their way to market throuch 
the Fallbrook cannery. The community 
supperts associations ip beans, grain and 
hones. But in the citrus asseciation and 
warehouse is the nucteus. the signs seem 
to indicate, of the region's coming indus- 
try; and of the citrus fruits, principal’y 
lemons. The Fallbrook name is already 
linked convincingly with lemon production. 

Lemons re more sensitive to frost thas 
oranges. The low temperatures of tast 
winter outlawed as unsafe for lemon grow- 
ing a good many spots in Southern Carll 
fornia thet have heen growing lemons. 
That is. in such spots where the tender 
lemon follage and fruit were singed to a 
crisp brown, while the damage may not 
recur for many years. still the gamble is 
grectly increased. 

But im Fallbrook the lemons came 
through unscathed. Nor was a single 
smudge pot used on any of the 65° or more 
acres plented to citrus fruits. This means 
a great deal. It means both that the lemon 
gamble is reduced to a minimum and that 
F.lbrook can produce lemons cheaper than 
can the regions where smudging must be 
resorted to. In early June | saw the crews 
of pickers working in the Fallbrook lemon 
groves, saw trucks leaded with boxes of 
the greenish-yellow fruit climbing and 


coasting toward the town, the fruit bathed. 


and whisked down the belt through the 
gountiet of girls, the boxes nailed ap with 
a few deft strokes, and a car being filled — 
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all somewhat of a novelty tnis season in 
California. Fallhbeeok hos by this time 
shipped more thantairtty carloads of lemons. 

There is abundant territory for the in 
dustry to expand in. ‘lhe sunny belt of 
hille hetween the Sun Margarita and the 
San Leis Rey rivers warmly sheltered by» 
the mountains to the sorth, all the way 
from the borders of the O'Neill ranch to 
Rainhew Vriley, awaits bat the fumes from 
the irrigation projects to transform pas- 
tures, bean and corm fields into smiling 
groves of oranges and lemons, mainivy lem. 
ons. Already this year a 6 per cent in- 
crease in citrus plantings has occurred. 

Development is brooding in two impor. 
tant irrigation projects. Large ipterests 
have begun the construction of a million. 
dollar dam at Warner's Hot Springs for 
the impounding of the waters of the Sen 
Luis Rey River. This will irrigate «bout 
30,000 acres within the triangle formed by 
the spriigs, Escondido and Fallbrowk. An- 
other project contemplating the expendi- 
ture of at least $500,000 is being launched 
for the conservation of water supplies 
northeast of Fallbrook.

But 
one going into strawberry production com- 
mercially should decide whether he pre

There is much to be said in either 
case, and the solution is entirely dependent 
upon labor supply, for it requires three 
pickers per acre during a rush produc- 
tion, whereas one man can attend to the 
steady flow of the Wonder. 


CULTURAL DIRECTIONS 


The method of irrigation and culture are 
much mooted questions in the strawberry 
game, but here Mr. Locklin again de- 
parted from the Jap’s method of soaking 
the vines and let the water stand in 
ditches around the plants, which are 
raised above the ditch level in the double 
row system. Most people know you can 
force the moult in a chicken by practical 
starvation. so it is possible to produce a 
stronger berry plant by practical drought. 
A berry plant normally has not a strong- 
developed tap root, but has thousands 
of small white feeder roots near the sur- 
face. These are what the Jap waters, and 
hence when drought or freeze comes on, 
his chances for loss are great for there is 
no life-sustaining tap root. 


Mr. Locklin, as earlier explained, kept 
the first irrigation water under the ground 
by mulching, and forced the tap root to 
work to support the crown, which it was 
perfectly willing to do. At first 
during the cold weather of last spring, 
“Olid Timer” was tempted to say the field 
was dead and would remark ‘TI told you 
so,” but upon careful investigation, a very 
healthy crown was observed, so that 
when the warm weather came on, and sur- 
face irrigation was started, the field 
jumped into bearing over night, with the 
most wonderful crowns throwing out 
dozens of new shoots, to the amazement 
of “Old Timer.” The plant now has the 
double advantage of the healthy tap root, 
and the thousands of feeders. Very shal- 
low cultivating is done after the fibrous 
feeders are set, as they are so easily cut 
off, and only deep enough, perhaps one 
half inch, to make a mulch. This method 
of irrigating and cultivating uses less 
water, and allows for accidents to water 
line or abnormally hot spells with no bad 
results. 

Another cause for t is the 
question whether to plant in the hedge, 
hill or mat system. Here again Mr. Lock- 
lin departed from the usual, in that he 
allows a runner to set between each plant 
of the hill system, and the other runners to 
make a carpet even into the ditches. In

ficult to identify it with one of recent date. 
The early railroads were roads made .of 
ooden rails, over which heavy loads were 
wn by horses. It was such a road that 
was planned a century ago to connect Phila- 
delphia with Susquehanna. As it happened, 
work was delayed on this road and it was 
completed for some years. 

In the meantime the road between Phila- 
delphia and Pittsburg was completed. It 
was part canal and pert railroad. This 
route was made necessary by the opening 
of the Erie Canal in 1825, which threatened 
to deprive Pennsylvania of the Iiucrative 
western commerce it had hitherto enjoyed. 
it. was cheaper to send freight by sailing 
vessels to Albany, thence by canal to Buf- 
falo and so through the Erie Canal than by 
the ov route. The railroad was 
looked upon as a possible means of holding 
or regaining thet trade. 
®@ The first railroads were privately owned 
by manufacturers and others, who used 
them to haul heavy freight short distances. 
Such a road was that built in 1807 Ia Boston 
to haul heavy loads of dirt in grading. An- 
other such road was bufit in Philadelphia in 
2810. It connected a stone quarry with « 
dock. With the road of carefully laid 
wooden rails the horses were able to haul 
@ much heavier load at a considerable sav- 
ing in time. 


A raltroad famous in ite day was that ex- 
tending from the granite quarries at Quincy, 
Mass., to the Neponset River. This was 
three miles long. fhen came the nine mile 
railroad, still horse drawn, connecting the 
coal] mines of Mauchcbunk, Pa., with the Le 
high River. Another was constructed in 
1828 by the Delaware and Hudson Canal 
Company to connect the coal mines with 
tBe canal. 

The firet section of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Railroad was opened in 1830. It con- 
nected Baltimore with Ellicotte Mills, a dis- 
tance of fifteen miles. The cars were drawn 
by horses, although by that time peopic 
were beginning to talk about the steam lo- 
comotive.. 

An early advocate of steam rallroads in 


the United States was John Stevens, who 


built a circular road at Hoboken tm 1525 


The Delaware and Hudson Canal Company 
gave it a trial, but concluded that the plan 
was too costly and difficult to make it prac- 
theable. So horses were continued in use. 
The era of locomotive railroading may 
to have commenced in 1830, when 
uth Carolina Railroad had a locomo- 
built in New York. It waa tried om a 
mile roadbed and found satisfactory.

device was the equalizing beam or lever.

all times on three wheels. 


In 1836 Henry B. Campbell patented the 
idea for using two pair of driving wheels 
and a truck, the driving wheels being 
coupled by rods. This plan was generally 
adopted and the type of engine resulting 
—— known as the American type locomo- 

ve, 


In 1863 the first “Mogul” engine appeared 
and three years later came the first “Con- 
solidation” engine. Wach improvement 
added to the weight of the engine, until that 
expanded from four to seventy tons, with 
increased capacity in power and speed. The 
change from wood to coal and later to petro- 
leum has been in line with the demand for 
greater efficiency, especially in speed. 

Since the sixties many improvements have 
been made in locomotives. Among these 
may be mentioned greatly increased boiler 
pressure, increased driving wheel weights, 
the introduction of the compressed air sand 
blast which gave greeter adhesion of the 
driving wheels on slippery rails, and the use 
of steel ihstead of cast iron in the making 
of parts. 

Tt is noticeable with all the gain in power 
and speed and resulting greater efficiency 
in train service, little change has been made 
in the type of passenger and Pullman cars 
since the eighties. There is the same dis- 
comfort in the cramped and badly venti- 
lated sleeping cars as there was forty years 
ago, even to the same ideftical red plush 
upholstery, making an effective harboring 
} place for dust, grime and disease germs. It

At the back of each saddle lay a double 
saddle pocket. One side a simple pouch. 
The other holding a quart cup of tin, with 
folding handles, for making tea. The riders 
wore blue serge coats, moleskin breeches, 
shoes, léather leggins (not puttees, which 
are for the “toffs”) and felt “wideawakes” 
turned down all around. 

Their shoes were mostly made of kan- 
garoo leather, with thin, close cut soles and 
a low, square cut heel. They were of the 
Congress gaiter pattern, with elastic sides. 
The shoes were made to fit closely to the 
foot and the riders claim this pattern wil) 
never hang up in a stirrup if the wearer fs 
thrown. Yet they all used another” guard 
against this kind of an accident, by having 
their narrow stirrup leathers hung on 
spring bars or hooks. These are patterned 
to free themselves at any save a straight 
downward pressure. 

No rider owns his own saddle, these he'ng 
furnished by the man for whom he rides.

Village and mission are far down 
along the course of the river, where the 
valley widens out, and where the mountain 
range begins to drop toward Gaviota Pass. 
They are on the highway—indeed, always 
have been, for they were a way-point on the 
old Camino Real, and, therefore, not proper- 
ly subjects for discussion as pertaining to 
the lure of the trail. It is the path which 
wends its way along the upper stretches of 
the river for us here. 


' From the Los Prietos Ranger Station—a 


one we came back into camp defeated and 
discouraged. We discussed the situation, 
and decided the best thing for us to do 
would be to leave the pachkwpaddile at the 
cabin and carry the bedding and cooking 
sils ourselves. We found we could get 
180 beans and corn meal from the vaquero, 
which relieved us from any fear of actual 
starvation, although the. consequent menu 
was not particularly appetizing.
